FACTS ABOUT THE COMET. 


The comet, ihe comet! That is the great question of the hour. Th 


visit of a celestial tourist a Cter over seventy-six years' absence and one will 


which we are jnsl beginning to get acquainted, is certainly an event long to 


be remembered. 


There are but about 300,000 people in the United States who saw the 


comet on its last visit, and of all the millions of our population who wil 


see the comet, on this occasion probably not more than half a million wil: 


live to see it again on its return to the part of its orbit nearest the earth. 


This comet is known to have caused consternation as early as the yeai 


2616, B. C., the year of Jlethusaleh's death. 
But for the fright of this 


venerable gentleman at seeing the unmet he might have been still alive. 


At the present day, although astronomers tell us a great deal about 


this and other comets, and assure us that there is no danger, yet a great 


many people are actually afraid that some evil effect may result. 


Some fake astronomer a few months ago announced that the tail of 


the comet, was composed of cyanogen gas and that if the earth-passed 


through the tail the human race might be suffocated in an atmosphere of 


poisonous gases. But this is utterly absurd. It is almost a certainty that 


the earth will pass through the tail of the comet which varies from twenty- 


five to forty million miles long, but there is no possibility of danger, and 


why? 
For the very good reason that the tail of the comet is constituted 


either of light, or of gaseous particles so tenuous or rarefied that were the 


tail a thousand times more dense it would still be much less dense than 


our atmosphere. 


If our planet shall, therefore, pass through the comet's (ail, our 


atmosphere will provide a complete protection against any effect whatever 


except the transmission of light Hint is possible as the only consequence. 


The astronomers themselves are not agreed as to the nature of the 


comet's tail. 
The first opinion was that the tail was only made up of light 


waves sent out through the head of the comet acting as a lens under the 


Min's rays. 
That theory is now discredited 
by 
the 
best 
authorities, 


although none can positively certify as to (he real nature o£ the tail. 


It was Edmund llalley who in .1(581. first computed the course of this 


tomct, although its appearance had been noted from prehistoric times. The 


appearance of (his comet in a most spccliiular form at Constantinople in 


Itloli, after the Turks had become masters of Constantinople and threatened 
to overrun Europe, caused considerable alarm all over Christendom. 
This 


comet, like other atmospheric phenomena, can 
be 
most 
satisfactorily 


.viewed in warm climates where the sky is free from clouds or fogs at night 


or even at twilight. 


In the present, visit of Halley's comet increased interest is aiToi'ded in 


Hue fact that it passes between the earth and the sun, thus 
giving 
the 


astronomers an opportunity to judge of the size and to some extent, also of 
the density of the comet. 
This event will occur today and may (or may 


not) be seen through a smoked glass. According to the calculations of the 


::stro)Uimors the carlii will cntiT the tail of the comet about. 11.20 tonight. 
so that it might perhaps be advisable for those interested in this phenomenon 
to watch for the first *wisli of the tail or any luminous effect that may 


jesull from our planet's approach to the tail. 


During the next week there will be ample opportunity to sec the comet, 


and it is very desirable that the name be impressed upon children together 


with the fact that they alone can hope to sec it again. 


When the comet ceases lo come within view of the earth it will have 


started again on its elliptical orbit of 7000 millions of 
miles 
in 
length, 


speeding at the rale of •J.rjOO.UUO miles a day or l(if>0 miles a minute. 


The remarkable feat, of astronomy is to circulate so accurately the 


rale at which this comet im«vus in its orbit, that its position in space can 
be accurately told during the seventy-six years of its absence. 
\Yorc it 


otherwise astronomers could not predict the very hour when the comet 


will be visible to the habitues "f our terrestrial sphere. 


When the astronomers shall have had time to 
compare 
notes 
and 


formulaic, their deductions based on their observations of the comet, they 


will be able in all probability to give us a good deal more light upon comets 


in general and Halley's cornel in particular. They may be enabled at least 
to tell us more of the nature of comets if mil. of ihoir movements, for as 
there are many t h a t do not move in elliptical orbits it. is impossible lo tell 
whether these will ever return. 
I'ertain it is, however, that there are new 


comets appearing occasionally t h a t may have beon moving .since the dcniion 
and have just reached Ihe vicinity of the earth's orbit only to whiz along 


till their course unlimited in time and space. 


Can n n y t h i n g give us a more striking idea of Ihe infinity of space and 


the immensity <>!' Hie universe in which I l i c heavenly bodies move w i t h such 
incomprehensible speed, guided .-.till by Ihe laws of a t t r a c t i o n anil gravila- 
tion exerted in varying degrees by Ihe MIM anil oilier bodies along the orbit 
which indicates the resultant of two forces known as the centrifugal and

Speeches in support of the amendment 
were 
made by Senators Cummins, 


ilapp, Bristow and others, and the de- 
bate of the day .was upon this basis. 


Toward the close of the session Sen- 


ator Smith of. Michigan introduced as 
a substitute for'the Cummins amend- 
ment the house provision bearing upon 
:he same subject, 'which provides that 
.he commission shall be permitted to 
ntervene in cases arising from the 
proceedings.before that tao.dy. 


For the purpose of avoiding a par- 
iamentary tangle, Mr. Cummins tem- 
porarily withdrew his amendment, so

The comet, the comet! 


ABOUT THE 
COMET. 


That is the great question of the hour. 
The 


visit of a celestial tourist after over seventy-six years' absence and one with 


which we are just beginning to get acquainted, is certainly an event long to 


be remembered. 


There are but about 300,000 people in the United States who saV the 


oomet on its last visit, and of all the millions of our population who will 
see the comet on this occasion probably not more than half a million will 


live to see it again on its return to tiie part of its orbit nearest the earth. 


This comet is known to have caused consternation as early SIB the year 


2616, B. C., the year of llethusaleb's death. But for the fright of this 


venerable gentleman at seeing (lie comet he might have been still alive. 


At the present day, although astronomers tell us a great deal about 


this and other comets, and assure us that there is no danger, yet a great 


many people are actually nfrnid thai some evil effect may result. 


.Some fake astronomer a few months ago announced that the tail of 


the comet was composed of cyanogen gas and that if the earth passed 


through the tail the human race might be suffocated in an atmosphere of 


poisonous gases. But (his is utterly absurd, it is almost a certainty that 


the earth will pass through the tail of the comet -which varies from twenty- 


five to forty million miles long, but there is no possibility of danger, and 


why? 
For the very good reason that the tail of the comet is constituted 


either of Jight or of gaseous particles so tenuous or rarefied that were the 
tail a thousand times more dense it would still be much less dense than 
our atmosphere. 


•If our planet shall, therefore, pass through the comet's tail, our 


atmosphere will provide a complete protection against any effect whatever 


except the transmission of light that is possible as the only consequence. 


The astronomers themselves are not agreed as to the nature of the 


comet's tail. ,The first opinion was that the tail was only made up of light 


waves sent out through the head of the comet acting as a lens under the 
sun's rays. That theory is now discredited 
by the best 
authorities, 


although none can positively certify as to the real nature of the tail. 


It was Edmund Hallcy who in 1681 first computed the course of this 


comet, although its appearance had been noted from prehistoric times. The 


appearance of this comet in a most spectnular form at Constantinople in 
1-158, after (he Turks hncl become masters of Constantinople and threatened 
to overrun Europe, caused considerable alarm all over Christendom.

viewed in warm climatcs-ivlierc the sky is free from clouds or fogs at night 
or even at twilight.

astronomers an opportunity to judge of the size and to some extent also of 
the density of the comet. This event will occur today and may (or may 
not) be seen through a smoked glass. According to the calculations of the 
astronomers the earth will enter the tail of the comet about 1.1.20'tonight, 
so that it might perhaps be advisable for those interested in this phenomenon 
to watch for the first swish of the tail or any luminous effect that may 
i-esult from our planet's approach to (lie tail. 


During the next week there will be ample opportunity to see the comet, 


and it is very desirable that the name be impressed upon children together 
with the fact that they alone can hope to see it again. 


When the comet ceases to come within view of the earth it will have 


started again on its elliptical orbit of 7000 millions of 
miles in 
length, 


speeding at the rate, of 2.500,000 miles a day or 1050 miles n minute. 


Tho remarkable feat of astronomy is to calculate so accurately the 


rate at which this comet moves in its orbit that its position in space can 
be accurately told during the seventy-six years of its absence. 
Were it 


otherwise astronomers could not predict the very hour when the comet 
will be visible to the; habitues of our terrestrial sphere. 


When the astronomers shall have had time lo 
compare 
notes 
ruul 


formulate their deductions based on their observations of the comet, they
